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The  accompanying  map  of  Region  One  of  the  U. “Sv^Forest  Service 
shows  the  location  geographically  of  all  known  landing  fields  located 
within  the  area  included  in  the  Region  and  those  in  adjacent  areas 
xvhich  might  be  useful  in  emergency.  It  is  recognized  that  this  data 
is  not  complete.  Suggestions  for  additions  and  corrections  will  be 
welcomed  from  any  source. 


Landing  fields  have  been  segregated  in  three  groups,  namely: 


1.  Fields  improved  and  maintained  by  municipalities  or  the 
Department  of  Commerce. 

2.  Fields  improved  by  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  and  usually 
located  within  the  forest  boundary. 

3.  Unimproved  fields  classified  as  emergency  fields  which 
are  of  such  a character  that  they  can  be  used  in  emergency 
when  necessary. 

Class  No.  1 has  been  shown  on  the  map  in  accordance  with  the 
classification  established  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  are  be- 
lieved to  be  useable  by  all  classes  of  ships. 

Class  No.  2 has  been  shown  as  either  Transport  or  Scout,  the 
former  useable  by  all  classes  of  ships  and  the  latter  by  light  two 
to  four  passenger  ships  only. 

Class  No.  5 has  also  been  classified  in  the  same  way  as  Class 
2.  They  are  not  improved  in  any  way,  being  simply  smooth  prairie, 
hay  meadows  , grain  fields  or  other  terrain  useable  in  emergency  only. 

Detailed  plats  are  included  herewith  of  the  fields  included 
in  classes  2 and  3 and  some  plats  when  available  of  fields  in  Class  1. 
These  plats  show  the  best  information  available  as  to  the  shape  of 
the  field,  markings  if  any,  obstructions  and  neighboring  topography. 

The  plats  are  assembled  in  alphabetical  order  for  convenient 
reference  to  the  general  map.  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  fields 
useable  by  each  forest  in  the  Region  is  also  included.
